lature by the Texas State Teach­ 
ers Association 
"Texas 
annually

nearly 5,000 now teachers either 
as replacements or to take care 
of the rapidly increasing enroll­ 
ment." 
Charles 
H. 
Tennyson, 
executive secretary of the asso­ 
ciation. said in making the an­ 
nouncement here today 
"The profession must be made 
more attractive and Texas faces 
a critical situation in its schools 
unless that can be accomplished. 
Tennyson declared. 
The executive secretary of the 
52.000 member group which was a 
big factor in .th e school system 
revision campaign 3 years ago, 
also recently pointed 
out 
that 
more of the state tax dollar must 
be allocated to public schools for 
additional classrooms if children 
are to continue to get a good ed­ 
ucation. 
"Despite an increase in the pay 
for teachers granted by the voters 
and legislature three years ago, 
the profession is not attractive 
enough to young people because 
the pay is less than the national 
average for all workers," Tenny­ 
son pointed out. 
The average salary for all Tex­ 
as 
professional 
public 
school i 
personnel is $3,185. but that of the ! 
average classroom teacher is only; 
$2,980 The first year teacher w ho! 
holds only a bachelor’s degree gets 
82.403 
In comparison, the average for 
all employed people in the United 
States. 
including 
laborers 
Is 
83.390 
Tennyson presented figures to 
show that pay of teachers since 
World War II has not kept pace 
with that of other employed per­ 
sons. 
In 
1 9 3 9 
teachers’ 
salaries 
averaged $1.420 and that of all 
employed persons, including labor­ 
ers. was $1,269 
Teachers were 
12 percent above the average. 
This year Texas public school 
professional 
personnel 
averages 
$3.185 and all employed pwple In 
the country 
$3,390. 
Thus 
the 
Texas group is 6 percent under 
the national average for work­ 
ers and the classroom teachers 
are 12 percent below the national 
group.

Barnes owned his own horses 
and buggy the first five years 
he served the route. He had two 
horses, 
and 
would 
drive 
one 
horse one day and the other the 
next. Barnes, along with other 
mail carriers out of Comanche 
thought they had really solvea 
the travel problem in 1913 when 
they made a trade with Dr. I. L. 
Vaughn 
to 
furnish 
means 
of 
transportation. Dr 
Vaughn op­ 
erated a livery stable and wagon 
yard, just across the street from 
the post office, then located in 
the 
Davenport Building 
where 
the 
Veterans’ 
Building 
now 
stanos. Dr. Vaughn agreed to 
furnish each carrier a horse and 
buggy for $25 00 a month. The 
carrier did not even have to 
hitch or unhitch the horse. The 
coctor 
always 
had 
their 
rigs 
ready with a fresh horse every 
day. This arrangement was lat­ 
er taken over by the late J. T .! 
Moody 
who bought the livery 
stable, and stayed in effect un­ 
til the automobile was placed in 
use. 
Barnes has used 21 cars in 
the last 28 years, all but two 
of which have been Chevrolets. 
Barnes says he found it more 
economical to trade his car for 
a new one every year—Just be­ 
fore it is time to buy a new set 
of tires. 
In the 28 years Barnes has 
been driving automobiles on his 
route, he never had a wreck or 
accident. •But he had 
several 
run-aways while using his horse 
and buggy, but never suffered 
more than bruises when he was 
thrown out of the vehicle. He 
has, however, sometimes had to 
call upon his patrons to bring 
a team and then tractors, to help 
pull his car out of mud holes.
